Michigan Crops. 

CHICAGO, June 16.—A Lansing, Michigan, 
special says: Returns to the Secretary of 
State from 979 correspondents, representing 
714 townships, show the wheat during Mav 
not only maintained its condition, but in the 
latter part of the month greatly increased in 
vitality. The condition June 1, in the south- 
ern four tiers of counties,which are the most 
fully reported, was 41 per cent etter, and in 
the entire State thirtv-three per cent better 
than the June 1,1881. Seven per cent of 
the wheat and corn crop and six per cent of 
the oatcrop are still in the farmers’ bands. 
Planting corn has been unusually delayed by 
the wet weather. Many fields were unplant- 
ed Junel. The acreage of corn and oats will 
somewhat exceed last year’s condition; oats 
93 per cent, barley 94, clover 79, timothy 86 
per cent, compared with last year. Less than 
one-fifth of the annual acreage of clover wil! 
be cut. in Michigan this season, owing to win- 
ter killing and dreuth.

Mr. Jarrett failed to come in, how- 
ever, and no one seems to know where he 18 
or when he will be at Irondale. Mr. D.C. 
Bradley, of the Calumet Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, is at the works, but does not think that 


there is any prospect of an early resumption 
of work, at least with the strikers. 
The company is putting up a nine-foot fence, 
entirely inclosing its works. It is rumored 
that when this is completed work may be 
started by non-union men. Many of the men 
have left Irondale and are seeking work else- 
where.

TWO HANGINGS. 


James Vaughn Executed at Pinck- 
neyville, Wl. 
eee 
Milton Yarberry, a Cowboy, Dies on 
the Scaffold in New Mexico, 
ae 
His Desperate and Bloody Career— 


Vaughn’s Crime—How the Men 
Met Death. 


PINCKNEYVILLE, ILL. Une 16.—James 
Vaughn was hanged here this afternoon. 
The execution took p!ace imside the jail and 
was strictly private, only the officials, clergy- 
men and reporters being admitted. A large 
crowd of people thronged the streets outside, 
but made no demonstration, aside from com- 
mon curiosity. Vaughy was great- 
ly depressed yesterdavs, but recov- 
ered his spirits during the evening and 
slept soundly through the night. This morn- 
ing he partook of a hearty breakfast, walked 
mabfully to the scaffold, and met death with 
scarcely atremor Le dropped six feet, and 
died with few struggles. The gallows upon 
which he was executed is an old-fashioned 
one, with a rope and trap, but it answered 
every purpose. "4 

THE DETAILS 
Special tothe Post-Dispatch. 

PINCKNEYVILLE, ILL., Jume 16.—Vaughn 

rested quietly last night and “slept soundly, 


rising at six this morning and 
taking a light breakfatt He was 
calm and self-possessed, as is usual 


with him. The putting of the gallows in 
place was commenced about 8 o’clock this 
morning and soon completedy being a rude 
pine structure with trap doer and cross 
beam, the drop’ being five feet. 
Vaughn came around to look a§the workmen, 
and for a few moments gave the matter his 
whole attention making inquiri@sand sugges- 
tions as to its style and fitness for its work. 
Hethen retired to his eel, where he 
remained most of the time i consultation 
with his spiritual adviser upto his execu- 
tion. At 10 o’clock he inquired@er a cup of 
strong coffee). remarking J@Rat was his 
last. To Sheriff Penwarden and his family 
he is warmiy attached and bas repeatedly 
tried to encourage the Sheriff to do the job 
decently andin order. Thereis not a very 
large gathering of people intewn to-day, in- 


deed, there is an air of sadness in 
all that is said and dene. All 
are impressed with the solemnity 
of the scene about to tranapire. At 
12 noon =the. doors of the jail 
were opened to those having 
tickets, who slowly and solemnly 


filed into the prison hail. At fifteen minutes 
after twelve the prisoner was taken from his 
cell by the Sheriffand Bailiff, who proceeded 


direct to the scaffold, the Rey. Tynor 
accompanying the prisuner, There were 
only about fifty persons present, 


including the officérs. Vaughao bore himeeit 
with iron nerve. He ascanded the seaffold 
with atirmtread. He gave one look at the 


audience and advarced to the acaf- 
fold. As the eV. Tyner was 
about to engace in prayer at 


the scaffo'd Vaughn’s eye recognized the 
presence of Henry Wat's, brother of the 


murdered man. He tapped the minister 
on the shouider and asked 
him to wait a moment, when be 


requested the’ Sheriff io exec.ude the ob- 
jectionable person. When Watts retired he 


indicated that he was ready for 
the execution ta preeeed. Prayer 
was offered. When Sheriff ’enwarden read 
the death warrant the prisoner was 


perfectly caim. Rev. Tyner then offereda 
few words in behalf of the prisoner, exvresi- 
ing sorrow for the murder of Wiliam Watts 
and remorse for his smM-, and saying he 
was ready to meet his Gou. The 
Sheriff then pinioned his band with a red silk 


handkerchief which the prisoner 
handed bim. His legs were tied 
and the black cap drawn over 
his face. The Sheriff adjusted the nose with 


the knot under tbe left ear. When the cap 
was drawn over tts face he began trembiing 
and continued until the Sheriff signalled 
Noab Lemen to cut the rope, which was done 
at precisely ten minutes after he was taken 
from the cell. The fal! of the trap was noise- 
‘ess. For a moment or two he remained per- 
fectiv still. In the first minute there was 
no pulse, at the end of the second 
minute it was eighty and a fluttering of the 
heart. Atthe end of fifteen minutes the 
pulse ceased to beat. There were some con- 
visions, nothing more, and at twenty-five 
minutes after the drop he was 
cut down and placed in his coffin, and James 
Vaughn had gone to his last account. His 
body was turned over to his relatives, and be 
will receive buria] at their home in Tamarca. 
. THE CRIME 

for which James Vaughnis executed is the 
murder of Wm. Watts,.the Marshal of Tama- 
rora, on Thursday evening, August 4, 1881. 
James Vaughn was in Tamafora drunk and 
making considerable noise, when City Mar- 
shal Wm. Watts went to him and requested 
him to be quiet and go home.This he refused 
to do, and when the Marshal put his hand 
upon him he jerked loose. 
The Marsh4l then raised his club as if to 
strike, but while in the act Vaughn plunged 
a knife into the Marshal between the left 
shoulder and neck, at a point nearest the 
neck, severing one of the large arteries, from 
which the blood spurted forth as high as the 
deceased’s head. Vaughn then fled and the 
Marshal waiked a few steps and shot at him, 
striking him in the left leg below the knee, 
but not seriously wounding him. The Mar- 
shal then fell and died almost immediately. 
Vaughn was captured after a _ short 
chase and brought to Pinckneyville, 
and placed in jail, where he has remained 
since. He was indicted atthe last October 
term of court, but was nottried until the 
Mayterm. The trial was before Judge Wall, 
and lasted two days, resulting im a verdict of 
murder in tne first degree. Motion was made 
for a newtrial, but was overruled, and 
Vaughn was sentenced to hang on Friday, 
June 16. Vaughn was considered a bad man, 
and the verdict is universally considered a 
just one. He had said he would kill Watts if 
he ever attempted to arrest him, and after he 
was captured remarked that be was a maa of 
his woid. He bas a brotherin jail new on @ 
charge of assault with brass kouck!

The Cowboy Hanged. 
Special to the Post- Dispatcn. 

ALBUQUERKUE, N. M., June 16.—Milton 
Yarberry was hanged this forenoon for the 
murder of Charles Campbell. The 
execution took plate on a vacant space 
adjoining the town. Crowds were coming 
in yesterday and to-day and th ousands were 
present, including Mexicans, cowboys, rail- 
road men and miners. Numerous fights oc- 
curred, but no interference with the hang- 
ing. Yarberry died with the same bravado 
which characterized his life. He marched to 
the scaffold with a determined step and never 
flinched. When the rope was drawn about 
his neck some in the crown cheered. The drop 
was five feet. 

THE COWBOY’S CAREER OF CRIME. 


Wilton Yarberry is about 40 years old, has 
a tail, lean body, a small, poorly-developed 
head, keen gray eyes, and altogether does not 
make a prepossessing appearance. He isa 
native of Texas, and spent mostof his early 
life at Decatur, Wise county. Here Milt was 
& cowboy, rough and gambler. At this place 
he got into difficulty with 

A PREACHER, 
killed him and fled to Fort Smith, Arkansas. 
Here he met the notorious desperadoes Dave 
Rudabaugh and Dave Matthews and joined 
them inthe robbing and hold-up business. 
Near this place Yarberry shot and killed 
A DROVER, 

who refused to be robbed. The two then 
partes, Yarberry fleeing to Texarkana. Here 

e dodged from one State to the other, 
sometimes sleeping in Texas and at other 
times in Arkansas. Finally, on the Arkarsas 
side, he killed a man that he thought was 

A DETECTIVE, 
but who proved to be an inoffensive traveler. 
Nothing was done about the murder at the 
time. The town was full of cut-threais and 
thieves, and life was held cheaply. Yarberry, 
as usual, commenced boasting of his crime. 
The authorities began to inquire about the 
Killing, and he again fled, this time to 
Dodge City, Kas. From Dodge City he went 
to Canon City, Col. Here he operated a 
variety show, got in debt to everybody he 
could, and jumped the town. In 1879 Yar- 
berry came to Las Vegas. Here, in connec- 
tion with a Mexican woman, who went by 
the nameof ‘‘Steamboat,’’ he ran a dance 
hall, which proved a financial failure, and 
Yarberry moved to the front of the railroad, 
which at thattime had not reached Albu- 
querque. About the time of his leaviag, a 
treighter was killed and robbed of severai 
hundred dollars about twenty miles from Las 
Vegas. Yarberry was suspicioned, but there 
was no proof that he had committed the 
crime. The next place we hear of Yarberry 
he turned up in Albuquerque with money in 
his pockets. Atthat time the new town was 
just being organized, and Yarberry came to 
the front as a politician and was appointed 
constable. In a short time he killed 
HENRY BROWN, OF NASHVILLE, TENN., 
but through the incapacity of the jury he 
s acquitted. Having cotten off easily, he 
thought it would be no cause of complaint if 
he killea whomsoever he chose, and soon af- 
ter his acquittal for the Brown murder he 
shot and killed . 
CHARLES CAMPBELL, 

a carpenter employed, in the Atlantic and 
Pacific Yards. There has never been 4 reason 
given why he killed did “not 
even know the man. He shot him in the 
back, and soon boasted of the devilish deed. 
Had it not been for a -strong movement on 
the part of the business men of the city, 
Yarberry would have been bung at the time 
of the murder, but the better judgment of 
the people prevailed. Thus another one of 
the gang of Billy the Kid has run his course 
and passed in his checks. 


American lastitute of Homeopathy. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 16.—The closing ses- 
siod of the American lnstitute of Homeo- 
pathy was held this morning. The chairmen 
of the several bureaus announced the mem- 
bers selected to form the bureaus and the 
general subjects for next year’s papers. Dr. 
Talbott, of Boston, made a final report of the 
bureau of organization and statistics. It 
shows 7,000 homeopathic pbysicians and 278 
1ustitutions in the United States. Four na- 
tional societies report 1,069 members; 
twenty-six State societies 1,783 mem- 
bers; 103 +~local societies, of which 
sixty-six report 2,359 members; 
thirteen clubs, of which seven report seventy- 


nine members. Twenty-three general hospi- 
tala, of which eigateen ieport 1,268 beds; tif- 


last year 6,875 patients; the cost and value of 
eleven of tnese is $770,500. Of thirty special 
hospitals, fifteen report 559 bera, and nine of 
them treated last year 10,619 patients; the 
cost and value of these hospitals is $1,006,000. 
Of thirty-nine dispensatories, twenty-seven 
reporteu as having treated iast year 111 46% 
patients; to these had been furaished 206,589 
prescriptions. ‘Twelve medical collexes have 
nad 1,267 students, and graduated 421 physi- 
cians this vear and 5,680 since they were 
founded.

Egypt. 

LONDON, June 16.—The correspondent of 
the Times at Alexandria says: The real and 
only serious danger 18 from the native troops, 
whoare thoroughly in sympathy with the 
rabble and will tire of guarding the Europe- 
ans,and will take part against them.

THE |RESTRICTION. 

LONDON, June 16.—The Times’ corres- 
pondent at Alexandria telegraphs that 10,000 
persons are supposed to have left thus far, 
leaving many servants and workmen without 
employment. The custom-house has been 
closed. The Postmaster doubts his ability to 
continue the postal service, owing to the 
probable flight of employes. The engineers 
atthe Atfeh Junction of the Mahmoudieh 
Canal with the Nile threatened to quit work, 
which action might imperil the water supply. 
A dispatch from Constantinople states that 
the Porte has been assured that the conference 
will be strictly confined to the discussion of 
the Egyptian question. Spain considers that 
she should be represented at the conference, 
as the Suez Canal is the shortest route to her 
Eastern possessions.

THE COOPER CASE. 


How Did the Colored Man Meet His 
Death? 

The Coroner held an inquest on the body of 
the colored man, Charles Cooper, who died at 
the City Hospital yesterday morning, this 
morning at 11 o’clock. The first witness ex- 
amined was Leah Chandless, a colored 
woman living in the alley between Walnut 
street and Clark avenue and Tenth and 
Eleventh streets, who testified that the 
deceased had been brought into her house 
on Monday morning about 5 o’clock, the 12th 
inst., by a colored man. Cooper was in the 
house for an hour before he said anything, 
He then said: “I ain’t drunk, I’m beat to 
death.’ The witness asked who beat him, 
and he said: “It was that fat Officer Hamil- 
ton.”? He had beat him on the bottom of the 
feet with his club,and on the back of the neck 
with his fists. The witness thought the 
man’s neck was swollen, but 
she saw no bruises. Also tried 
to move him, but he yelled so that she had to 
stop. He said that his lees were dead. The 
doctor who was called stuck a pin into his 
legs, but the sick man said ne could not feel

If only the candidates of these 
two parties are put into the field, Ido not care 
to vote for either. Lience, I think, the dis- 
inclination of educatediand retlecting persons 
to take any political action whatsoever. Nom- 
inate anew set of candidates, pledged solely 
tO promote great national reforms, previously 
specified and made definite, and men will 
eagerly vote for them who now stand aside 


There is no immediate danger of athird 
party, because, however great the provoca- 
tion, thereis no room forone. The two old 
parties aretwelln organized, and reasonably 
unanimous in their respective views. Neither 
shows signs of breaking up, and without 
something equivalent to abreak-upin one 
orthe other, a new party that will amount to 
anything cannot be formed. The chances 
are that, forafew years at least, party iines 
will run very much as they do now, ana the 
people will have to choose between Republi- 
can tweedledum and Democratic tweedledee, 
with such occasional variations as the leaders 
of the opposition orchestras may please to 
introduce. We are sorry that President 
ELIOT, and others like him, cannot be ac- 
commodated with a new vehicle for the suit- 
able conveyance of their double-refined, su- 
per-extra political opinions; but nothing 
of the sort is insight at last accounts. 

It may astonish these gen:lemen greatly 
to be told that the popular demand for 
‘“‘vreat national reforms’ is not at all 
pressing, else we should have had 
aselect assortment of them long ago. We 
don’t say they are not needed, only that the 
people are not at allurgentforthem. Take, 
for instance, the one concerning which there 
is most talk or fuss: reform of the Civil Ser- 
vice. This has been on the carpet for nearly 
twenty years, and is no nearer realization 
than when first brougat forward for vote- 
catching purposes. Both parties have prom- 
ised it, yet it is safe to say neither party 
wants it. Certainly not the Republicans, as 
the records of their several administrations 
prove. Certainly not the Democrats, as their 
record while in a majority in both branches 
of Congress proves. Now, if the people, the 
Democratic and Republican rank and file, 
were resliy in earnest in their alleged anxiety 
fora revised and improved civil service, 
would they not get it? What is to hinder? 
They are supreme masters of the situation; 
the omnipotent power which sets upand pulls 
down parties, makes and unmakes I resi- 
dents aud gives shape and force to govern- 
ment. If, in their estimation, civil service re- 
form were of vital importance, something 
they must and would have atany price and at 
a'l hazards, would they not act accordingly? 
Would they not see that every, delegate toa 
nominating convention, every candidate for 
the upper or lower branch of Congress, 
upper or lower branch of = State 
Legislatures, was unequivocally pledged to 


reform? Would they not’ watch closely 
the men elected to these offices, 
and see that the pledges given were 


fulfilled in letter and spirit? Could these 
men, even if so disposed, cheat such watch- 
fuland determined constituents out of the 
promised blessing? Our questions answer 
themselves; andthe answer establisbes the 
fact that popular indifference and neglect is 
at the bottom of non-reform. The fountain 
never rises higher than its source. Politi- 
cians are no more {virtuous than the people, 
and ifthe people do not manifest any more 
specia! interest in the purification and eleva- 
tion of the civil service, the politicians will 
take great pleasure in keeping it just what 
and where itis. That the people are more 
or less conscious of the deficiencies and dis- 
graces of the civil service, and more or less 
desirous of a change for the better, may be 
conceded; butthe trouble is that the eon- 
sciousness and the desire do not go down 
deep enough—are, so to speak, mere sur- 
face indications. Whenever they go down to 
the popular bed-rock, reform wil! come—and 
not before. The President ELioT class are 
not the people “ by a large majority.’ These 


4be done up in bags, 


the masses, in pointof numbers, what the 


occupants of private boxes are to the rest of 
the audience in the theater. No -third party 
will be crested for them or by them, and the 
‘“‘ereat national reforms,’’ if these ever ar- 
rive, will not be their work. The mighty 
many, not the select few, must move in the 
matter, and, we regret to say, the signs of 
such movement are not yet visible, except 
perhapstothe eye of faith. The popular 
camel is a patient beast, but when the “‘last 
straw” is laid on—as it will be sooner or later 
—he will settie with his drivers in a summa- 
ry fashion. 


A MODEL LIBRARY. 

The librarian of the Chicago Public Library, 
Mr. POOLE, appears to be an unusually clever 
zeutieman. In his annual report, just pub- 
lished, he calls attention to two subjects which 
are of just as much interest to St. Louis as they 
are to Chicago. The first is the possibility of 
conveying contagious diseases by means of 
library books passing from hand toband. Into 
bis subject Mr. POOLE has gone with a thor- 
oughness which does him much credit. 
He nas become convinced that certain diseases 
may be transmitted by these innocent literary 
vehicles, but a most careful investigation has 
failed to trace any ease of the prevailing 
malady, smali-pox, to this source. This, 
however, is partly sccounted for by the creat 
care taken to prevent books temporarily 


held by persons exposed to contagio. 
‘rom circulating. If the books were known 
to be directly in contact with a sick 


person they were burned; otherwise they 
were carefully fumigated before being re- 
turned to the library ahelves. This danger is 
not peculiar -to Chicago. Are our St. Louie 
library authorities doing anything to protect 
the people from this peril? 

Mr. POOLE’sS second subject is also one 
which every intelligent librarian in the 
land has wept over, prayed over, and 
if be be a profane man, adjectived 
over, and that is the sort of customers 
who make the bulk of the patronage of free 
reading-rooms. Asa rule these people read 
merely as a pretext, their real design being 
not the improvement of their minds, out 
the warming and resting of their indolent 
bodies. They seldom wash themselves and 
never don cleaa linen, and as a whole they 
are an exceedingly unsavory attendant cir- 
cumstance for the people who go to the read- 


ing-rooms because their business calls 
them there. Mr. Poole says: ‘Per- 
sons of unusually forbidding aspect 


are excluded from the library every day, but 
it is difficult to set upon a standard as to how 
untidy a man may be before heis excluded 
from a public reading-room.” The only rem- 
edy which he is able to propose is the em- 
ployment ofa sanitary expert to examine 
people coming into the reading-room, and to 
exclude those who would interfere with 
the health and comfort of others. This 
is indeed a very practical suggestion, 
and one which should be adopted in St.Louis. 
On a cold day the public reading-rooms of St. 
Louis might be easily mistaken for tramps’ 
lodging-houses. Full as they are of fetid, 
nasty steam, there are times when they are 
simply unbearable. 


JERSEY CITY has produced some remark- 
able men in her time, but Mr. WM. SIPPLE, 
just now *undergoing his trial before the 
Hudson County Court for an attemptto rob 
the Erie Railway of $43,000, will be known 
her most valuable contribution to the ranks 
of American criminals. This is Mr. SIPPLE’s 
maiden effortin robbery. He will do better 
nexttime. A young gentieman of his abili- 
ties is almost sure to make his mark, 
and the failure in his first attempt 
should not prejudice people against him. 
He was a telegraph operator lately discharg- 
ed from the employ ofthe Erie Railroad and 
thoroughly conversant with its means of do- 
ing business. He knewthat the paymaster 
would have $43,000 in his office on a certain 
evening. Capturing a disused telegraph 
office on the line, he ordered the other oper- 
ators to ground their wires and then began 
his game. He first sent a dispatch signed by 
BirpD W. SPENCER, treasurer of the road, to 
the central office, ordering the $43,000 to 
ready for imme- 
diate delivery to the paymaster. Next he 
sent telegrams from the treasurer and from 
Inspector BYRNES, of the police, warning the 
Central Office of an expected descent of 
thieves on the money, and ordered the office 
to turn the money over to Inspector BYRNES, 
who would callfor it immediately, SIPPLE 
intending to personate that astute detective 
himself and carry off the loot. Mr. HILL, of 
the Central Office, wag much mystified by the 
telegrams, and he made up his mind to dis- 
ovey the commands of the treasurer and 
keep the money securely inthe safe. He 
telegraphed this reply to the bogus treas- 
urer, Who atonce cheerfully admitted that 
the game was up and decamped to be ar- 
rested later and indicted for his crime, He 
certainly will do better next time. 


A FEW days ago we printed a communica- 
tion from a subscriber at Peoria, Ill., asking 
if the army worm had ever been known to 
inflict damage on wheat. The writer ex- 
pressed the belief, based on an intercourse of 
twenty-five years with agricultural people, 
that the army worm confined its ravages 
chiefly to corn and had no appetite for wheat. 
The editor of the Miami (Mo.) Neves sends us 
some samples of wheat taken from the farm 
of Mri W. B. Dick, near his town, which 
show the work of this terrible pest quite con- 
clusively. The worms appeared in Mr.DicK’s 
wheat on the 13th inst., and next day they had 
entirely disappeared. They left their marks 
behind them, and it may be considered settled 
that the army worm will eat wheat when he 
can’t get anything better suited to his appetite.

Favoring the Wabash Railway. 
ST. Louis, June 14, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

Yesterday's papers stated that the Mayor 
had signed the bill authorizing the Wabash 
Railway to construct atrack on Main street, 
trom North Market to Bates street. I cannot 
imagine anything which shows injustice and 
indifference to the wishesof the majority of the 
people plainer than the Mayor’s ratification of 
this bill.

t.eck, especially when time is an object, the 
Trausfer Company bringing freight to any 
house On Main street within two days of its ar- 
rival in East St. Louis, while you may con- 
gratulate yourself to get your freight switche 
to its destination within eight days of ita ar- 
rival in East St. Louis via contemplated Main 
street track. 

4. The unoccupied ground along the track 
can Only be occupied by smaller manufactur 
ers, which never desire railroad switches, the 
vuilding sites being too small for large facto- 
ries, and such smaller manufacturers will 
surely not locate on Main street if the street is 
cut up by railroad tracks.

HENRY IRVING. 


The English Actor Who is Coming to 
America Next Season. 
Svecial Correspondence or the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, June 3.—Mr. H. E. Abbey has at 
length ‘succeeded in accomplishing what 
other managers have vainly attempted for 
years past. The successful manager who 
secured Sarah Bernhardt, Adelina Patti and 
Edwin Booth his now engaged Mr. Henry Ir- 
ving, who will appear with Miss Elien Terry 
and his entire company on October 29, 1883, 
in the United States, where he will remain 
six months. His repertoire inciudes ‘*Ham- 
tet,’? **The Bells,’’ “Charles L.,”? **The Lyons 
Mail,’’ “Merchant of Venice” and “Richard 
Ill.” Mr. Irviog will bring, in a steamer 
specially chartered, all his magnificent prop- 
erties and scenery, which he makes so strong a 
feature in all his representations. Mr. Abbey 
nad very few preliminary interviews with the 
greatactor befere the arrangements were com- 
peleted. lt is not improbable that Mr. Irving 
may pay an unprofessional visit to America 


this summer, Dut he will have to return to 
London to open at the Lyceum in September. 
Irving is 44 years of age, and joined 
the =© profession when a iad of 

He was intended for a commercial 
career, but his inclinations led him 
to adopt the stage as a profession. His firat 
two appearances, however, were not favora- 
biy criticised, butio spite of this discouraging 
reception he persevered and succeeded in 
getting an engagement at the Theatre Roval, 
Edioburgh, and for two and a half years, 
when on starring tours, had the advantage of 
playing with Miss Helea Faucit, Robson, 
Charies Matthews the younger, and 
Benjamin Webster. Ten years after his 
first appearance he was received 
in London as an actor of ability, and was 
favorably criticised by the Athenzum. His 
impersonation of Digby Grant in “The Two 
Roses,” played at the Vaudeville in 1870, 
brought him to the front, and soon after- 
wards he joined Mr. Bateman at the Lyceum, 
a theater in whicn he has iived to make bis 
greatest successes. That his talent was of a 
versatile order was shown by his assumption 
of the character of the guilty, conscience- 
stricken Mathias in the ‘*The bel's,’’ imme- 
diately following bis rendering of Jingle and 
preceding his Jeremy Diddier. That Irving 
has a great deal of melodramatic as: well as 
comedy power was indicated later io his ca- 
reer,when »e appeared in ‘*The Lyon’sMail.”’ 
In succession, between the years 1873 8, the 
actor undertook the leading roies io 
the followivg important Diays: 
‘Eugene Aram,’’ “Richelieu,’’ “Philip,’’ 
“Hamlet,” “Richard LI,” **The Lyons Mail”’ 
and **Louis Xl.’’ 

In the autumn of 1878 he became managor 
of the Lyceum Theater and opened with 
‘*Hamlet.” The engagement of Miss Ellen 
Terrv, who hiad previously a'tracted much 
attention, in “Olivia’’ and “New Men and 
Old Ones,” at the Court Theater, London, 
proved a great draw and demon- 
strated thats Irving has a keen 
eye for business. The receipts of the first 
seven months’ working exceeded £37,000. Ir- 
ving in 1880 plaved the three parts in “The 
Corsican Brothers’’ for two nundred nights, 
and in this piav, as in “The Lyons Mail,” dis- 
played his talent for personating two dis- 


tinct characters physically resem- 
oa each other, but morally re- 
seniing a distinct contrast. In 881, 


reviving ‘‘Othello,’’? he invited Booth, who 
had been playing the title role of that play at 
the Princess, to alternate with him the parts 
of Iago and @theilo, and the resu!t was emi- 
nently satisfactory to the playgoer and per- 
haps more so te the critics, who found ample 
material fer comparison. Tennyson’s‘*Cup” 
attracted a great deal of attention, 
but Ellen Terry, as the Priestess, perhaps, 
was more its cause than Irving. The great 
tragedian has enacted “‘M+cbeth,’’ and, after 
a revivalof ‘The two Roses,” is now plas ing 
Romeo to Ellen Terry’s Juliet. The repre- 
sentation is remarkable for the brilliant 
scenery, provided by such capable artists as 
Hawes Craven, Tebbin, Hame and Cuthbert, 
and the richoess and the.variety of the stage 


pictures. Irving’s attention to the smallest 
detail was never exerted tt) better 


effect. Prior to the first performance a whole 
week was given to rehearsals, at every one of 
which the actor-manager was present, giving 
an eye to everything. 

The popular manager ofthe Lyceum hag 


gathered round him (friends in the 
most infiuentiat circles, and it is 
not alone as an actor he appears be- 


fore the public. In delivering the opening 
address of the winter session of the Edin- 
burgh Philosophical Institution on “The 
Stage as it is,” he remarked that the compur- 
ative neglect of the theater—much Jess now 
than i: used to be—aroe partly from iatellec- 
tual superciliousness, pardiy from timidity 
as to moral contamination. To 
boastof being able to appreciate Shakspeare 
more in reading him than ia seeing him acted 
used tobe a common method of affecting 
special intellectuality. But the pitiful delu- 
sion has mostly died out. It conferred a 
cheap badge of superiority on those who 
entertained it. It seemed to each of them an 
inexpensive opportunity of worshipping 
bimself on a pedestal. But what did it 
amount to? It was little more than 
a conceited and leatherheaded assumoptioa 
that an unprepared reader, whose mind is 
usually full of other things, will see on 
the instant al! that has been developed in 
hundreds of years by the members of a studi- 
ous and enthusiastic profession. Irving has 
converted so many to his views that his audi- 
ence is frequently largely composed ef those 
who never by any chance attend another 
theater and would, perhaps, consider it a sin 
to do #0.

SLOP CONTRACTOR’S DEMAND. 


But the Hotel Proprietors Will Re- 
move their n Offal. 

The slop contractor has determined to en- 
large his sphere of usefulness, and for that 
purpose has served a formal demand upon 
several hotels for the slops and grease that 
daily accumulate in those prolific regions. 
Capt. Charles P. Warner, of the Southern, 
this morning said: 

“Yes, I bave received a personal visit from 
the city contractor. He came to mea and 
said that he had contracted forall the city 
slops, but the best sources of revenue Were 
persistently closed against him. By the 
terms of his agreement the hotel offal be- 
ionged to him.’’ 

‘Did you accede to the demand?”’ 

“By no means. [told him that our slops 
and grease were our own private property, 
from which we received a monthly 
revenue of $150; that in every respect we 
com) lied with tne city ordinances concerning 
nuisances,forthe parties to whom We dis- 
pose of our oe and grease] not oniv remove 
the garbage before seven o’clock every morn- 
ing, but also convey our ashes from the hotel. 
The city cannot make too stringent ordin- 
ances regarding at for us to comply with 


but our slops elong solely to us 
and the city contractor has no 
ciaum whatever upon them. I told him 


furthermore thatthe city sl@p coutractor, 

under the ordinances, was only extitled to 
sloys that were not removed by the owners 
and for which removal no other provision was 
uade, He didna’t seem to fancy my reply, 
but he bas notreturned and I am uncertain 
why he made the demand. I Know that no- 
body in the neighborhood of the Southern 
Hotel hasever complained of our failure to 
remove garbage or to charge us with the 
commission.of a nuisance.”’ 

Mr. Sperrr, of the Laclede, said that he did 
not know whether the city contractor bad: 
made a demand upon thew for s ops, but he 
would be refused when he did. Mr. Sperry 
f roughly estimated their revenue from slops 
at $100 a month. He said the slop contractor 
of Denver undertooxw to make an issue of that 
character once, but very properly failed, fur 
slops were private property so long as the 
owner fully compiied with the ordinances con- 
cerning them. ad

Roasting a Prisoner on a Spite 
London Telegraph, May 30. 

Philios Alexin,who died in! Lamai the otner 
day, at the great age of ninety-four, bad in 
his youth contributed—but only nder com- 
pulsion—to one of the most terrible deeds 
perpetrated by the Turkieh forces employed 
to crush the Greek rebellion of 1821. He was 
plying his trade as a master carpenter in his 
native town, when Omer Brionis Pasha en- 
tered Lamia in triumph, after his victory 
oven the insurgecnots at Ther- 
mopyle, where he had taken several 
insurrectionary leaders prisoners, among 
them the celebrated champion of Hellenic 
liberties, Athanasios Diakos.The fierce Moslem 
commander doomed that heroic youth to be 
spitted on a wooden stake and roasted alive; 
and Alexin was required, on pain of death, 
to supply the executioners of this barbarous 
sentence with ail the implements needed for 
its fulfillment; that is to say,a spit of lum- 
ber, fitted at either end with a handle, by 
which it might be made to revolve, and two 
atout wocden trestles, provided with circular 
grooves, Wherein both extremities of the 
stake might have free play during the tuck- 
less patriot’s martyrdom. On the 26ih of 
Aprii, 1821, as s.on as Alexin had completed 
the task imposed upon bim, the Pasha’s in- 
human decree was carried out to the letter 
Diakos displayei unflinching fortitude 
throughout his horrible torment, and his 
death scene, to which Alexin was a witnssy, 
made an impression upon the ldtter’s mind 
that time could not efface. He retained it, 
indeed, with undiminished vividness until 
within a few hours of bis demise.

He 
could killtwo birds with the same stone— 
he conld vindicate the outraged majesty of 
the law*and yet not dispiease the Lacroix 
constituency; indeed, he could do a good 
turn to that constituency by saving it from 
being kicked and beaten whenever and wher- 
ever it was brought into contact with. “the 
youth of the scnuois.’’ So the police were 
bidden to charge and disperse all croups of 
manifestors, and the magistrates were in- 
structed to make severe examples of the riot- 
ers, while the lessee of the garden was warned 
that, if he presumed to interfere with the 
right of any of bis feilow-citizens to partici- 
pate inthe festivities of his establishment, 
bis license would be withheld. Tne sequel is 
easy to be foreseen; the eud may not be just 
yet, but, as the customary public will not 
submit tothe enforced Se ee of a 
ciass Which, for depravity and viliainy is al- 
most without an equal iu any other part of 
the civilized world, in the course of afew 
months Builier, like Mabille and the Chateau 
des Fleurs, wiil only be arouvenir of the days 
when the present generation Was young. 


A Busch There was no Beating About. 
From the St. Jame’s Gazette, May 30. 

An extraordinary story of Russian corrup- 
tion was told atatrial, of which the result is 
not yet known, at St. Petersburg the other 
day. The accused was Privy Councillor Bu:en, 
Director-General of the Medical Department 
of the Navy, who was charged with having 
received bribes fromthe cflicers of his de- 
partment for their promotion. One hundred 
and twenty-six nuvy surgeons came forward 
as witnesses, eighty-six of whom testified 
tnat the practice of paying the head of the de- 
partment for promotions had beea in exist- 
tence for many years, and that Dr. Busch 
pever promoted a surgeon without receiving 
payment in cash or by promissory note. One 
of the witnesses alleged.ihat he had to make 
two such psyments—one of 300 roubles in 
1874 for his first promotion, and another of 
1,500 for permission to be transferred from 
the army tothe navy. It also appeared that 
in 1877 a young surgeon was appointed toa 
higher position by the Governor of Cronstadt; 
and that Dr. Busch, on hearing of this, 
threatened to cancel the appointment unless 
the surgeon would pay him 4,000. The sur- 
geon then paid Dr. Busch 3,100 groubles, and 
was allowed to keep his apyoiutment.

Missouri’s Famous Nurse and Her 
Experience. 


- — 


A Woman Who Has Attended 458 Ladies 
in Her Professional Career. 


To the ordinary observer there does not ap- 
pear any attractiveness in the life of a pro- 
fessionai nurse, but the numerous people at- 
tached to such an existences render its re- 
deemfpg features evident. Of course there 
mare patience, adroitness and faithful- 
ness practiced unceasingly, and it is fair to 
presume that monetary censiderations may 
develop these virtues without much effort. 
Still, every househoid clings to the belief 
that the sweet-voiced, quiet-mannered 
woman who is brought into the home on 
special occasions to perform important ser- 
vices must of necessity possess a religious, 
if nota devout, nature.

About the best-known professional nurse 
in this State is Mrs. Bettie A. Mock, now re- 
siding in Jefferson City, but who frequents 
the large cities upon special orders. She isa 
mulatto woman, who makes a specialty of 
nursing married ladies auring the happiest 
periods of their lives, and is everywhere 
known as “‘Aunt Betty.”? Yesterday a PosT- 
DISPATCH reporter, while passing up Chest- 
nut street, recognized the kind y features of 
the nurse asshesat by the window of an el- 
egant residence and seemed absorbed ina 
newspaper. 

“Hello, Aunt Betty, what are you doing 
here?’? was the interrogatory from the street. 

‘Bless your soul, honey, Iam nere for busi- 
ness. | I don’t leave home nowadays for noth- 
ing,’ 

‘*What were you reading?” 

“An articlein the newspapers about babies 
being born with deformities,and 1 don’t much 
believe the story, either.” 

**And why, Aunt Bettie?” 

‘*Because I have been present at the birth 
of 403 babies, and 1 never yet saw one born 
deformed. People taik a good deal ahout the 
dangers of having childreao, but the facts ana 
figures are against the talk. Of the 458 
ladies Ihave attended onlythree died, and 
the balance scarcely had any trouble what- 
ever. 

**Have vou handled many twins?” 

“Only five pairs, and I can’t say that I jike 
toseethem. One ata time, honey, is all the 
good Lord expects.’’ 

‘*Do you betieve in the fruit diet for par- 
turition without pain?” 

‘Now, I’ll just tell you the simple rules 
that 1 make for al! my ladies. Beforehand, 
special and particular care to all the laws of 
nealth; jight diet, with frequent partaking of 
ripe fruit; gentle exercise in the open air every 
Pleasant day, and tepid bath three times a 
week; afterwards, for the first three or 
four days, the diet is a matter of special care, 
andi generally have it prepared myself to 
suit esch individual condition; then I feed a 
little fruit, a smal! bit of verv tender beef- 
steak, eges, toast, chocolate and oatmeal, but 
nv milk unless it is boiled. That brings 
them around all right, provided the doctor 
knows his business.’’ 

‘‘Do you like to nurse?’”? 

‘“T purse now from «a sense of duty, but I 
always cherish the most pleasant recoilections 
of my work. Some lady asked me the other 
day what kind of a monument I wanted when 
I died, and I told her that it was the hope of 
my life after death all the babies I have 
nursed shou'd come and strew flowers over 
me, and that I snou!d have a littie gravestone 
with cherubs carved. all over it. That’s a 
great deal more 5 look forward to, honey, 
than most people have, and I dream about it 
noav metriy all the time.’’ 

‘But you ain’t very old, Aunt Bettie?’ 

“No. sir. I was born June 20, 1826, tn 
Albemarle county, Virginia, just fifteen miles 
from ithe University. Il was raised by the 
Calhounos, who brought me to : Boonville, 
Mo., in 1836, aud was educated by Mrs. Bell, 
who wasa Miss Harris, of Virginia. My 
father, Biily Kinney, removed to Jefferson 
City in 1866, and became janitorof the Su- 
preme Court, while I got married to Greene 
Mock, who afterward occupied my father’s 
place as janitor. Before the war my father 
bought us ali out of slavery, and when he 
died I came into possession of 45,000 io 
money and some of the finest building lots at 
the capital. I have been a professional 
nurse for sixteen years.’’ 

**}{ave you ever waited upon many grand 
lad'es?” 

“Well, Inursed the wives of four Govern- 
ors of Missouri, the wives of four [Private 
Secretaries, of two Secretaries of State, of 
two Treasurers, of two Registers of Lands, 
and the wife of one United States Senator. 
l was the first colored woman 
who ever sicpt in the Executive Manstfon, and 
I then occupied the guest-chamber with a 
dimpled little baby. There are two ladies 
who came ciear from New York to have me 
nurse them. I don’t like St. Louts, and I 
only consent to visit the city when some friend 
I have known inthe country sends for me. 
That reminds me that some time ago I gave a 
party in Jefferson Citv and invited all the lit- 
tle babies I had nursed. ‘They ali came, with 
thelr mammas, and each brought me a silver 
present. lord, honey, what a time .we did 
have.”’ 

And the kindly old nurse went to enumer- 
ating the recollections of the event.

Brilliante a magnificent future. 

Mr. Florence D. White followed Mayor 
Ewing with a declamation, **The Society upon 


the Stanislaus,” by Bret Harte. His ren- 
dition of this popular poem 
was a masterly effort.
